THEN: well, you can certainly 
see that ABED was "lost" in the 
transition to acquiring a 486 
VALue in the formulation.

need it. 


READ! Read manuals, doc-files, 
and correspondences, too. 


AND, PUH-LEEZE: If you have a 
40 TRACK disk drive, and you 
know that the recipient only 
has a 40 TRACK, then don't send 
him/her an 80 TRACK disk. 


Equally, if someone tells you 
that they only have 5.25" disk, 
for example, don't send them 
3.5" disks; or vice versa.

MODEM TIME! lst MTERM II

There is a story of a visitor 
at a wake looking down at the 
man in the casket and remarking 
to the man standing next to the 
casket "Now he's with his 
LORD". But the man said "I'm 
afraid not, he didn't believe 
the GOD". "Oh! So he's in the 
other place?" the visitor 
asked? "No, he didn't believe 
in that either. The man was an 
atheist!" was the reply. " Oh, 
too Bad," said the visitor, 
"all dressed up and no where to 
go! " 


I think of this story 
time I see a computer 


every 
setup

with no modem on it. It's like 
a race car with no tires. It 
sits there and makes a lot of 
noise but it's going nowhere! 


In this age of the computer I 
am amazed to see this situation 
so often. I type something for 
a manual and print it out on 
paper. I give it to the 
publication department and they 
have someone else type it into 
another computer. I could have 
uploaded it to them and saved 
all that typing time and the 
ensuing mistakes. 


Someone wants to put an ad on 
the BBS and gives it to me 
printed on an 8 X 11 piece of 
paper or a person submits an 
article for a the newsletter 
printed on paper wanting me to 
type it into the computer! I 
have. better things to do with 
my life! 


If these people would just 
invest in a modem and terminal 
software, the data could be 
transferred from one machine to 
another in no time at all and 
the two machines wouldn't even 
have to be of the same brand 
name! They all speak ASCII! 


One of the reasons the BBS's 
were invented was for the 
exchange of information. I have 
seen good computer programs 
written and articles written in 
Magazines or periodicals that 

just don't get around enough 

because they were on paper and 

not made available on a BBS. 

What a loss to the community! 

I have friends that work during 

other parts of the day than me 

and we still stay in touch 

through the BBS Electronic Mail 

service. Less interruption by 
telephone calls is also a 

result of E-MAIL. You don't 

have to be on the other end 

when someone calls. 


I have seen modems now starting 
at $5. Most machines can get 
free terminal software so what 
excuse have you got now? 


If you are a TS2068 
LarKen/LogiCall owner with a 
WESTRIDGE 2050 modem by Anchor, 
(also labeled TS2050), you will 


want to have at least three 
terminal software packages. 
They are MTERM II, LOADER V and 
MAXCOM. You will be limited to 
300 baud but you will have the 
ability to communicate with any 
board supporting that speed. 
You will be able to transfer 
new software from the host 
system to yours and much more. 


We will start with an article 
for the WESTRIDGE 2050 modem by 
Anchor using MTERM II software 
from Micro-Systems Software 
ENC. 2 company presently 
developing software for AMIGA 
computers. T/SNUG asked the 
author, Steve Pagliarulo, if he 
would release the program to 
the public domain but he stated 
that he still uses portions of 
the code elsewhere. 


MTERM II is the most 
outstanding terminal program we 
have for the TS2068 computer. 
To fully understand it, one 
needs the MTERM Software manual 
from WESTRIDGE, E. ARTHUR BROWN 
Company's notes for printer 
drivers, Barry Carter's SMART 
TERMINAL TELECOMMUNICATIONS 
manual and the VIDTEX portion 
of the GETERM manual from Greg 
Miller to explain the screen 
control portion of the 
software. Hopefully I can 
provide that information in a 
future article. 


One more manual, the LOADER V 
manual from Kurt Casby would 
make the package complete. More 
on that next time. 


Below is a driver for the MTERM 
machine code to be used with 
the LarKen/LogiCall system 
inspired by the original Mterm 
sent out with the first Anchor 
modems. Note that Steve's 
present address and phone 
number is given in case he 
changes his mind.

CHANGES for QLUSTer 4.370 
by Al Feng 


A couple of changes have been 

made to the QLUSTer program to 

accommodate the ever evolving 
disk interfaces available for 

the Sinclair QL. 


Partly because the GOLD CARD 
now allows for multiple disk 
density FORMATs from 3.5" ED 
drives, FORMAT has been removed 
as an internal QLUSTer function 
and has been replaced with 
WREName . 


Currently, to FORMAT any medium 
EXEC_W either the FORMAT EXE 
(essentially the QLONE program) 
program independently or from 
within QLUSTer. 


At the present time, FORMAT_EXE 
only works in "default" mode 
for the specific drive. This 
will change if I can access the 
appropriate information from 
any/someone who already has a 
GOLD CARD. 


Hard-COPY [F3] 


Hard-COPY now shares code with 
pre-VIEW. This means that the 
output to your printer can now 
be aborted. 


"Borrowing a page" from Bill 
Cable's HELPER program whereby 
Bill's program distinguishes 
ASCII and non-ASCII characters, 
QLUSTer (and, QLuUMSi) now has 
similar capabilities. 


Non-ASCII output is printed as 
BLANK SPACES when in Hard-COPY 
and as green_characters when in 
the pre-VIEW function (vs. 
black for ASCII). 


RENAME [F4] 


As before, 'RENAME' allows you 
to change the name of a file on 
any medium with the existing 
proviso that the name be less 
than 19 characters. You may 
INPUT a longer name, however, 
you will not be able to access 
it via the "standard" QLUSTer 
functions. 


The 'RENAME' facility traps for 
duplicate filenames on the same 
medium. 


WREName [F4] </> 


'WREName' allows you to either 
change a string of characters 
within a filename or add/remove 
a prefix (e.g., 'BAK_'). The 
process is begun in the RENAME 
portion of OLUSTer, and comple- 
ted by accessing the 'WREName' 
portion by using the '/' key. 


Note that in all the "instruc- 
tions" you should look at the 
bottom window of the screen and 
respond to the prompt, accor- 
dingly after the last <ENTER> 
of the sequence. 


To REPLACE a string: 


INPUT the "old" string 
while still in the 
RENAME portion, 

PRESS '/' (the backslash), 

PRESS <ENTER>, and then 

INPUT the "new" string, and 

PRESS <ENTER>, again ... 
[respond to prompt (s), 
accordingly]. 


To REMOVE a string: 


INPUT the "extension" 
with an '_' (underscore) 
while still in the 
RENAME portion, 
PRESS '/' (the backslash), 
PRESS <ENTER>, and then 
PRESS <ENTER>, again... 
{respond to prompt (s), 
accordingly]. 


To CREATE a prefix: 


PRESS the <ENTER> key 
without putting any 
other input at the 
NAME prompt while in 
the RENAME portion, 

PRESS '/' (the backslash), 

INPUT the "prefix" name 
you want to add to 
the front of a series 
of filenames, 

PRESS <ENTER> 
[respond to prompt (s), 
accordingly]. 


Despite all of these changes, 
QLUSTer's current compiled 
size is now less than 32K in 
length. 


Same upgrade policy as before 
for any registered owner of 
QLUSTer/QLUTter (incl. Emula- 
tor Companion).
